1. The new Department of Defense policy provides that where possible it is 
preferable that one Service budget for a joint activity.

a. The cost of establishing the National Indications Center (NIC) ani the 
operating costs, excluding the salaries of civilian personnel for the remainder 
of FY 1955 should be borne by one agency. 

b. One agency should budget for the total operating cost for FY 1956 and
